The Corinthian order 
was only introduced into 
Greece on the decline of 
the art, and it was left for 
the Romans to perfect an 
order, which in Greece 
uever rose to the dignity 
of a temple order. For 
the capital the curved 
obacus of the late Ionic 
was used, and the bell- 
shape discovered to have 
been in use by the Egyp- 
tians was here introduced. 
To this they applied the 
acanthus, in conjunction 
with the Assyrian honey- 
suckle, the latter support- 
ing the scrolls at the angles. 
But to see this style in its 
«rtectivn we must leave Greece and cross over to Rome, The 
‘orm of the Greek temples was undoubtedly of Egyptian origin. 
Small peristylar temples were erected as early as the eighteenth cen- 
tury, B.c., and are common to all ages. The finest example of the 
so-called Corinthian order, then, is the 
temple of Jupiter Stator at Rome, which 
in richness and proportion, surpasses any- 
thing hitherto designed. But in the archi- 
tecture of the Romans we have a great 
change. The true Roman order was an 
arrangement of two pillars placed at a 
distance apart, bearing a very heavy en- 
tablature, which in consequence of its 
length had to be supported in the centre 
by an arch springing from piers; the columns were raised on ped- 
estals and placed in front of the piers. The arch was by no means 
a new method of construction, though hitherto it had only been 
used as a necessity, and not as a feature. Looking back again to 
the Pyramids of Egypt, which date from nearly 4000 years B. c., we 
find arch forms of the rudest construction, but perfectly adapted to 
their uses. Here is to be seen the pointed arch and the semi- 
circular, as well as the simplest constructive arrangement — two 
large straight stones, raised one against the other over a space. It 
is true that the arches were all built with horizontal beds, and that 
the radiating bed was not known for centuries after, but the pointed 
arch to a drain or aqueduct at the Great Pyramid, and to the tombs 
in Asia Minor, are as true in outline as those of Christian churches, 
But to return; in a few years time the piers supporting the arches 
were done away with, the pillars taken down from their pedestals, 
and substituted for the piers, the arch sprang from the top of the 
columns, and the entablature was placed at a greater height above 
the crown of the areh. The characteristic of Roman architecture is 
the exaltation to importance of plain surfaces, and the subjugation 
of the order to them.

J  hiteg Republic of St. Mark having fallen in the 
fervor of the Democracy, the citizen Melancin 
proposed that the total destruction of the dread 
ful prisons, the Pozzi and Piombi, and also of the 
boxes for secret denunciations, should be decreed, 
and that the lions should be knocked to pieces, that” 
the sight of them as emblems of a blood-thirsty réye 
ime, might not give uneasiness to the people in this 
new and joyful era. ‘The citizen Widman applaud- 
ing the proposition, added that he, having yone, to- 
gether with other citizens to inspect those infernal 
plncea, had learned from the old custodians that by the ex-inquisitors 
two unfurtunates had there been walled-in alive, some time before. 

One might expect that the horrified assemblage would have run in

‘The dome was by them simply 
used as a ceiling, and was covered with 
True Romanesyne had nearly come to 
atury, from which period to the commence- 
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ment of the ninth century, a time of continual wars, there was little 
opportunity to cultivate the artsof peace. The next two centuries, 
from the ninth to the eleventh, saw but tentative efforts in the ad- 
vance of art, but in the eleventh century we find that Gothic art 
has freed itself from the early traditions, cast-off Classic details, and 
is going steadily forward with a well- 
-detined object in view, 

We must take up our study in the 
south of France, and commencing 
with the Province of Provence at 
the carly part of the ninth century, 
the first new feature that attracts 
our attention is the stone vaulting 
of the churches. The plan is still 
the same, though slightly elongated, and not so wide as the basilicas 
of Rome. All the churches of this province from the date of Charle- 
magne can boast of vaulted naves, and this, too, on the principle of 
the pointed arch. The architects had great 
difficulties to contend with, and to follow and 
trace the various steps, in their progress 
towards the attainment of their ideas of 
correct stone roofing, forms one of the most 
interesting studies in the education of an ar- 
chitect. The introduction of the pointed 
arch at this date (824), is, as we have suid, 
the principal feature of the architecture of 
the south of France. And the reason for its 
use is easily seen. |The cathedral at Angou- 
léme has three domes along its nave sup- 
ported by the side walls, and by semicircular arches dividing the 

whole length of the nave into three 
squares. This arrangement answered 
very well as a roof, but was not pleas- 
ing either internally or externally in 
general effect. And with these domes 
it was impossible to use the one cov- 
ering to the nave for ceiling and 
roof. The domes made in proper 
Proportion with the interiors ap- 
peared stunted and sunken on the 
exterior.

the east of Paris, we sve that the characteristics are the subordina-

clerestory. The nave, 
or body of this chureh 
dates from the elev 
enth eentury, and is 
perfectly plain and 
devoid of all ornn- 
ment, either painted

In 
this church ulmost every step can be traced from the Romanesque,

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FTER debating for some time the question how we could 
best take advantage of our opportunities and facilities to 
promote the interests of architecture in this country, we 

have decided that one of the most seemingly promising ways 
open to us is to publish from time to time a series of what may 
be called “Monographs of American Architecture,” and we 
now announce the speedy publication of the first of the series. 
The subjects of these monographs will probably at first be the 
same buildings that are published as gelatine plates in our gel- 
atine edition — but at a larger scale—shown both in general 
views andin detail. Of these details there will be in each case 
as many as the architectural features of the building may warraut, 
—a variable quantity with each building; so that the number 
of plates belonging to each monograph will sometimes be more 
or less than those in the preceding issues, and consequently it 
is quite probable that the price will be adjusted to each case.

safeguards which exist because safe buildings do not. The tem- 
porary effect of the burning of the Langham Hotel, at Chicago, 
Ill, last Saturday, at which, thanks to its occurring early in the 
evening, only five or six persons lost their lives, may be some- 
what similar, but permanent effect there will be none. Other 
buildings, elsewhere if not in Chicago, never intended for hotels, 
will be altered so as to form huge caravansaries with labyrin- 
thine passages, as in this case; with eight or ten wood-lined air- 
shafts, as in this case, and heated by stoves in the lower story, 
whose smoke-pipes, as in this case, will traverse partition after 
partition, till they reach the chimney ascending alongside the 
elevator-shaft. Self-interest ia the target at which to aim, and 
though public opinion and the most enlightened of the insur- 
ance companies are doing something to encourage better build- 
ing, it makes one ache to think how slow the progress is. 
Some philanthropist with peoty of money to risk in defending 
libel suits might do a deal of good by ferreting out such fire- 
traps and mercilessly exposing them in the newspapers, not 
only once, but again and again, till the publicity has affected 
the owner’s pocket and at last he sees that the alternatives are 
ruin or reconstruction. It might not be a wholly bad plan to 
authorize building inspectors to advertise such places in the 
daily papers continuously as notoriously unsafe. Almost any- 
thing would be better than the cruel destruction of life and 
property that goes on year after year, almost unchecked. 


HE second annual competition for the Rotch Travelling 
Scholarship will begin at the Museum of Fine Arts, Bos- 
ton, on Saturday, April 4, at nine o’clock, and, as before, 

will be open to young men under thirty years of age who have 
been employed for two years at least in the offices of Massa- 
chusetts architects. In general the examinations will be con- 
ducted on the same line as last year; but in one point a change, 
an advantageous one, has been made: the aspirants admitted 
to the final competition in design will be allowed but two weeks 
in which to work out their projet, and, as a consequence, their 
anxiety and the strain under which some would probably work 
will be halved, while we believe that the temptation that was 
offered by the longer period of last year to prepare for and 
carry out elaborately finished drawings being now removed, 
the attempt will be more in the line of strict architectural effect 
than in that of mere draughtsmanship, ‘The chance of winning 
the opportunity to spend two years in Europe ought to bring 
the best men to the front; and when he sees that the limit of 
age is fixed at thirty years, many a sedate married man may 
regret that he is not still a bachelor and free to try for the 
prize. If the winner this year will follow worthily the example 
set by the holder of the first scholarship, the founders should 
feel well satisfied. 





PAPER was recently read before the Conservatoire des 
A Arts et Métiers in Paris, by Dr. Hector George, and re- 

ported by Le Génie Civil, on the early treatment of cases 
of accident to workmen. Notwithstanding all the precautions 
which are now taken in the best managed manufactories, an 
appalling number of such accidents oecur every year, and their 
sad consequences might be greatly alleviated if all workmen 
were made familiar with the simple rules which Dr. George 
collected in his discourse. The first class of wounds treated of 
comprises those caused by crushing or tearing, such, for in- 
stance, as the result of striking a finger or thumb by a mis- 
directed blow of a hammer, or of having the arm or hand 
caught in belts or gearing. The consequence of these acci- 
dents is usually « pounding and crushing of the flesh, and often 
of the bones, which is apt to result in mortification, and the 
common practice of surgeons in such cases is to amputate the 
injured member at once. According to Dr. George, however,

if HE bill providing for the appropriation of the land about 

Niagara Falls as a public park has passed the New York 

Legislature, aud there is now no doubt that the contem- 
plated improvements will be wade. These will cousist mainly 
in sweeping away the mills which have clustered about the 
rapids above the Falls, and in abolishing the provokiug enclo- 
sures which cut off access to the river except in certain places, 
the State for this purpose acquiring the title to the whole of 
the river bank for some distance above aud below the Falls. 
If the action of the New York Legislature should be followed 
by corresponding actiou on the part of the Canadian Govern- 
ment, as is quite probable, the great cataract will once more 
become one of the most attractive resorts in the world.

J HE Trustees of the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, an insti- 
| tution which, though very quietly managed, is gradually 

getting together a collection, or rather a series of collec- 
tions, of very great interest and value, have recently published 
their ninth annual report, As is almost inevitable during the 
first decade of the life of such a museum, unless sustained by, 
the public treasury, the ordinary reccipts of money have fallen 
far short of the necessary expenses, but it is # satisfaction t 
know that more than one hundred and sixty-eight thousan 
persons have passed through the registering wickets, aud hav 
carried back with them, we venture to say, ideas which the 
will some time be glad to have acquired. During the past yea 
the Museum has been so fortunate as to receive from the Arc 
mological Institute of America the gift of the whole series 


Greek antiquities obtained at Assos by the expedition under 
Messrs. Clarke and Bacon, comprising one hundred and fifty- 
six sculptured or inseribed pieces of marble or other stone, 
three hundred and forty pieces of pottery, twenty-seven of glass, 
three of gold, fifty-seven of other metals, and eight hundred and 
fifty-one coins. Considering that these are all from one of the 
most isolated and purely Greek towns of Asia Minor, the Mu- 
seum is to be congratulated upon its possession of this collection, 
which for interest to scholars and archeologists is unrivaled on 
| this side of the Atlantic. Besides the Assos sculptures, the 
| Museum has received during the past year, unfortunately only 
asa loan, two noble Etruscan sarcophagi covered with sculp- 
ture of great joree and dignity, which students of architecture, as 
well as of sculpture, who may have the opportunity, would do 
well to examine attentively, for their artistic as well as their his- 
torical interest. In the way of paintings, the Museum has been 
so fortunate as to be able to show through the whole or a part of 
the year both Reguaul’s Automedon aud Bastien-Lepage’s 
Jeanne d'Are, two of the most renowned pictures which the 
modern French school has produced ; und has acquired, by be- 
quest from the late Thomas G. Appleton, one of its most devoted 
friends, three Troyon pictures, besides one by Constable, and a 
sketch by ‘Tintoretto. 
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HE author of most of the novelties which made the Madi- 
son Square Theatre, in New York, so interesting, has in- 
troduced more of the same kind in the new Lyceum Thea- 

tre, in the same city, now in the hands of the decorators. The 

lnost conspicuous peculiarity about the theatre is, perhaps, the 
movable orchestra-pen, or ruther pavilion, which is an orna- 
mental structure extending across the whole proscenium open- 
ing, level with the stage, so that this, with everything on it, is 
concealed ns effectually as by a curtain, While the setting of 
the stave is going on, the orchestra. multiplied by mirrors in 
the back of the pavilion, eutertuins the audience with the usual 
appropriate music; but when all is ready, and the prompter 
gives the sigual, two curtains suddenly sweep across the frout 
of the pavilion, and crossing each other, loop themselves up 
again at the sides of the proscenium opening. At the momeut 
of crossing, the pavilion concealed behind them disappears, 
hoisted up among the “sky borders” by elevator machiuery, 
and the curtains as they @pop thenselves up disclose the stage 
and the performers in the opening tableaux. Low the orches- 
tra, suspended in the flies during the acts, manages to express 
with propriety the agonies of the heroine on the stage, we are 
not informed, but this should uot be a matter-of much difficulty. 
Avother novelty, not of a striedy architectural character, is 
said to be the form of the programmes in the new theatre. In 
place of coarsely printed and ungrammatical advertising broad- 
sides, as. they are_in most. theatres, or the pretty little cards of 
the Madisou Square Theatre, the Lyceum programmes are to 
present the appearance of small ornamental batons about the 
size of a large leud pencil. Iuside of the baton is a coiled spring, 
like that which is used to operate window shades, aud the pro- 
gramme, printed on cloth, is coiled by meaus of the spring in- 
side the little stick. If the owuer wishes to consult it, he has 
only to pull a ring or knot of ribbon provided for the purpose, 
and draw out as mucli of the programine as may be necessary, 
letting it slip back into ita case when he has read as much as 
he wishes, 






























































FE are glad to see public attention called, by the testimony 
of the Chief of the Chicuyo Fire Department, in the 
inquest over the burning of the Langham Hotel, to the 

danger attending the placing of frames covered with telegraph 

wires ou the roofs of buildings. In his opinion, as reported in 
the Firemen's Journal, the fall of the wall of the hotel, which 
took place in an incredibly short time after the breaking-out 
of the fire, and caused the death of several persons, was caused 
by the strain upon a frame standing on the roof, aud supporting 
about forty telegraph and telephone wires.

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for elevator-ownera than for the tax-payers, who will, we sup- 
pose, be called upon to answer the demand which the owner 
succeeds in avoiding. The regulation that passenger-elevators 
shall have the weight they can carry noted in a conspicuous 
place reminds us of the litile comedy which is played in most 
of the warehouses where, in accordance with a similar rule, 
the weight which the floors will safely bear is indicated in bold 
letters in different portions of the building ; but in the case of 
elevators it is possible that the determination of the safe weight 
may be left to the calculation of the inspector instead of the 
bold guessing of the proprietor. The trouble would seem to 
be, however, that, as the weight which an elevator can safely 
carry depends mostly upon the strength of the hoisting-rope, 
the “metal plate with raised letters” ought to be changed, or at 
least criticised, with every change in the rope, while, as the 
rope deteriorates rapidly with use, the plate should show the 
minimum strain which it should be allowed to endure before 
being condemned altogether by the inspector.

RATHER singular accident took place a few days ago in 
A Chicago, where a four-story brick building collapsed, early 

one morning, the whole interior falling into the cellar. 
The weakness of the structure was first observed by a boy, 
who saw a movement in the wall, and told the engineer, but 
was laughed at for his pains. Soon afterward, however, an 
alarm was raised, and all the persons in the building succeeded 
in escaping before it fell. The cause of the catastrophe is said 
to have been the dry-rotting of the wooden girders where they 
rested upon the posts. The building had been examined not 
long before, and pronounced safe, and it seems possible that 
the rotting of the timber may have been caused by painting it 
while green, and that the same coat of paint may have served 
to conceal the ravages of the fungus from those who inspected 
the work. Paint, which prevents the drying of the corrup- 
tible sap of green timber, is a common cause of decay, while 
the contact of the end grain of one piece with the side of an- 
other, as in the case of a girder resting on a post, is an equally 
common one, so that the safest way in buildings framed with 
such timbers is always to rest the horizontal pieces on iron caps 
or brackets, and to avoid painting until the work has become 
seasoned by years of use. 





J HE great engineering sensation of the past week seems to 
| have been the great submarine blast at Flood Rock reef, 

in the East River branch of New York Harbor, which has 
destroyed the last obstruction to the navigation of the river, 
and will, when the débris is cleared away, open Long Island 
Sound forever to the largest vessels which enter and leave the 
port of New York. Ever since the settlement of the city, the 
narrow and dangerous passage known by the significant name 
of Hell Gate has been the subject of much thought and no 
small amount of practical effort. Although deep enough in the 
channel, the natural passage is tortuous, and is rendered ten- 
fold more dangerous by the violence of the tide, which, coming 
on one side from Long Island Sound, and on the other from the 
broad expanse of the harbor, forces itself through the narrow 
opening with extraordinary force. So swift is the current that 
the prisoners on Randall's and Blackwell's Islands, in the 
middle of the stream, are allowed to go, almost unguarded, to 
the very edge of the water, within easy hearing of the voices 
of their friends on the main land; the knowledge that no one, 
not of almost superhuman strength, could reach the other shore 
alive, serving to prevent any attempts at escape by swimming. 
The swiftness of the current was rendered more dangerous to 
navigation by the presence of several reefs and ledges, almost 
in the middle of it, which threw the stream into eddies against 
which even the most powerful steamers at times struggled with 
difficulty, and served to wreck inuumerable smaller cratt ; so that 
long ago a subscription was raised among the owners of vessels 
in New York to improve the channel by private enterprise. A 
good deal was done in this way, but private individuals in such 
eases work at a disadvantage, and the United States Govern- 
ment at last undertook the task of clearing the passage perma- 
nently and effectually. For this purpose, after some minor 
operations upon the smaller reefs, the two greatest obstructions, 
Hallett’s Point Reef and Flood Rock, were attacked by subma- 
rine mining on a grand scale. ‘The Iallett’s Point Reef was 
first removed, by means of ten tunnels. extending, with their 
cross galleries, to a length oft about a mile anil a These 











were charged with something more than fifty-two thousand 
pounds of dynamite, which was fired on a Sunday morning in 
September, 1876, to the great terror of the people on the 
neighboring shores, who were assured by sundry wiseacres that 
the explosion would cause a destructive earthquake in the city, 
The blast was completely successful, and Operations were 
immediately commenced on a much larger scale against Flood 
Rock, a ledge of hard hornblende gneiss, covering about eight 
acres of ground, and appearing in some places above high 
water. ‘The first work was to build a little platform of broken 
stone on the highest part of the rock, to give a site for the 
necessary buildings; and a shaft was then sunk at this point to 
a depth of sixty-seven feet. An auxiliary shaft was sunk close 
by, for supplying air, while the main shaft was used for remov- 
ing the rock excavated from the headings. About four miles 
cf tunnels were driven, the longest single heading being twelve 
hundred feet, and the system extending everywhere to within 
a distance from the surface of the rock varying from ten to 
twenty-five feet. About eighty thousand cubic yards of rock 
were removed from the tunnels before they were ready for the 
explosion. The next step was to drill in the walls of the tun- 
nels thirteen thousand two hundred and eighty-six holes, each 
three inches in diameter and nine feet deep, in which were 
placed forty-seven thousand dynamite cartridges, containing in 
all about two hundred and eighty-five thousand pounds of the 
explosive. The cartridges were connected by about a hundred 
miles of wire, and, just before firing, the excavations were 
flooded with water by means of a siphon, with the object of 
securing the distribution of the explosive force by means of 
the incompressible fluid. The current for firing the charge 
was sent from the Long Island shore, and the detonation seems 
to have been complete, the whole ledge, so far as has yet been 
learned, having been broken into loose fragments, which will 
be easily removed with a dredge to a deep part of the channel, 
where they will be out of the way. When this is done, a clear 
channel, twenty-six and one-half feet deep at low water, and 
fifteen hundred feet wide, will be open into Long Island 
Sound, and the course of navigation in New York Harbor will 
be very sensibly changed. 





answered which often troubles them and their clients. A 

letter written to the law editor of La Semaine des Con- 
structeurs describes a case where a contract was made for 
building a house between party-walls already existing. The 
new house was higher than the others, and it was necessary to 
build upon the party-walls. The extra height of wall was in- 
dicated on the drawings, with a thickness shown by scale only 
at twenty inches, which is a common thickness for stone party- 
walls. ‘The specification said that the party-walls were to be 
“continued” to the height of the new building. After the 
completion of the party-walls, it was found that they were orig- 
inally only fifteen inches thick instead of twenty, and had been 
carried up of the same thickness. A claim was then made upon 
the contractor for an allowance of the difference in yalue be- 
tween a fifteen and a twenty-inch wall of the height shown. 
He denied the justice of the claim, and the case was referred 
to La Semaine, which decides unhesitatingly in favor of the 
contractor, I[t is the law in France, as it is common to stipu- 
late in contracts everywhere, that a contractor for a building 
ata fixed price caunot demand extra payment on account of 
any changes or additions whatever which have not been ot- 
dered in writing, and the price of them agreed to by the owner: 
and the editor says that both in law and justice this rule, which 
usnally works to the disadvantage of the contractor, applies 
also to cases where it brings him some advantage ; and that un- 
less a written order had been given for reducing the thickness 
of the extension of the party-walls from the specified dimeu- 
sions, and an allowance agreed upon by both parties before 
commencing the work, nothing could be claimed by the owner 
for the saving so effected. In the present case we doubt 
whether the specification, taken with the plan, which showed 
no figures for the thickness of the party-walls. although all 
other dimensions were figured, could be regarded as requiring 
the contractor to build the upper portion of the party-walls 
thicker than the substructure, so that it is at least: uncertain 
whether an allowance could have been required, even if a written 
order had been given for the variations from the seale dimen- 
sions of the plan: but withont such order a claim of the kind 
would be teraily inadimissiite,

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BUILDING INTELLIGENCE. 


(Rapurted for The American Architect and Duilding News.) 


TRADE REVIEW. 
Tue slight falling off in the demand for building 


material during the past thirty days has been due | 


to two or three evident and reasonable causes, viz., 
the spnroncning completion of building operations, 
the decline in the number of new enterprises to be 
prosecuted this season, and the slight increase in 
rices in certain lines of building material. Tak- 
ing the building-material market all through, how- 
ever, there has been no advance, because there has 
not been the necessary increase in demand. It is 
generally conceded that fair activity will be main- 
tained throughout the winter, but it is evident 
that builders are not anticipating probable require- 
ments, The industrial situation has materially im- 
proved since September 1, Manufacturers are gen- 
erally well employed —not only manufacturers of 
the cruder forms of material, but those of finished 
and conetruction work. Many manufacturers have 
done more work this year than last, while in some 
branches less has been done, but a correct appre- 
elation of the developing tastes and requirements 
of the public seldom results in a decrease of work. 
A slight improvement in prices would be generally 
favorably regarded, for the greater confidence they 
would create, because of the PAatidea expansion 
of demand, based upon an eularging consumptive 
capacity and purchasing ability of the country, 
Lumber of all kinds is in abundant supply, espe- 
cially the hard woods, and a comparison of prices 
with former months exhibits but little variation, 
due doubtless to the observed fact that competition 
has nccomplished its full work in the adjustment of 
rices to demand. The hard-wood supply has been 
creased with the increased consumption. New 
sources have been opened and much interest is ex- 
hibited by purchasers of valuable timber tracts for 
future reliance, in sections of count! recently pen- 
etrated by railroad extensions. Yellow and white 
pine and spruce have reached a very lowand barely 
TeOUneritie® level. Walnut, oak and cherry of 
good qualities are firm in price though margins are 
Darrow. 

The iron trade has advanced one step toward re- 
munerative prices. Nails are $2.25 to $2.30 at 
Pennsylvania mills, and are scarce, owing to the 
dependence of Western consumers on Eastern 
sources of supply, because of the strike which has 
been in existence since June first, restricting pro- 
duction about 60 percent. Sheet-iron has advanced 
and milla are well supplied with orders. Merchant 
iron is selling at 14 to 12 mill price, Refined cast 
steel is 84 to Ycents. The mpid progress made in 
the building of new steel works points to a reduc- 
tiou in pricesnext year, The receipts of tin-plates 
in the four ports— Boston, New York, Philadel- 

his and Baltimore — since Janunry first have been 
714,860 boxes; Russia sheet-iron, 16,191 packages; 
steel and iron rods, 60,000 tons in round numbers, 
The bridge builders and structural iron manufac- 
turers have had their capacity fully employed for 
three months, and prospective requirements point 
to an active winter under low prices. Tho leading 
manufacturers of ranges and stoves have put fully 
as much stock on the market this year as last. 
Those who have not, represent less popular makes 
and stvies, The slate interests complain of slug- 
gish demand and destructive competition. The 
manufacturers of gas-engines tind that profits have 
been curtailed under the competition cf the many 
aspirants forthe trade, which from good sources 
it is known are steadily growing in number. The 
gupply of various rooting materials hag been consid- 
erably increased this year, aud current prices show 
those products have been no exception to the rule 
which has affected all products, The manufactur- 
ers of wood-working machinery have produced as 
much machinery in value as during any year, Cer- 
tain makers report an increase varying from 10 to 
25 per cent, but at prices varving from 5 to 15 per 
cent less than last year. Brick, lime, cement, 
ete.,, have fluctuated somewhat during the sea- 
son, due to ordinary market intluences, The 
development of architecture has stimulated manu- 
facturers of building material to furnish better ma- 
terial in many branches of that expanding indus- 
try. Among these may be mentioned that of fire- 
proof material, the demand for which has assumed 
very large proportions. The coming winter will 
probably be one of fair activity. Manufacturers 
will probably depart a little from their policy of 
extreme caution and will produce supiiles more 
liberally, in view of an expected improving demand,

itect for permission to use the sketches, and at the same time offered 
to pay him the customary fee, whatever that was. His reply I give 
in Fal, ag the best statement of the case from the other side: — 








October 26, 1885. 
My Dear Sir,— Your esteemed favor of the 22d instant came duly to 
hand. Ita contents has much interested me. You had better by all 
means assist your client according to his wishes. It is not at all strange 
that the schedule of charges of the American Institute of Architects 
does not indicate the solution of the very honorable proposition you 
make, and Lam quite nonplussed to know what is the wisest sugges- 
tion to make in the matter, looking at the ease from a simply profes- 
sional standpoint, Of course, any pecuniary consideration that might 
of possibility be due me would in this case amount to a mere noth- 
ing. ‘The principle is, however, the same, and is a very interesting 
one, I think, If you are willing to take the trouble to ask, say three 
architects of your acquaintance, their opinion on this point, suppose you 
do so, and I will do the same. Tt may be of interest to compare notes. 
In the meantime, let me assure you of my appreciation of your most 
courteous and honorable action in the matter. Hoping that a house 

satisfactory to your client may be the result of our co-labors,

NOTES AND CLIPPINGS. 

* ProressionaL Boows” IN THE Tanwer. — On reading the letter of 
«A. HL” in your paper of October 15, L was led to examine the tariff 
law, and I find the following provision in the act of March 3, 1883: — 

“Section 2503. ‘The following articles, when imported, shall be 
exempt from duty: .... Books, household effects, or libraries or 

arts of libraries, in ust ,of persons or families from foreign countries, 
(used abroad by them not less than one year, and not intended for 
any other person or persons, or for sale... . [two pages intervene], 
wearing apparel in actual use, aad other personal effects (not merchan- 
dise), professional books, implements, instruments and tools of trade, 
occupation, oF employment of persuns arriving in the United States. 
But this exemption shall not be construed to include machinery or 
other articles imported for use in any manufacturing establishment or 
for sale.” 

{ft would seem that, under these provisions, both “A, H.” and 
Mr. Warren were entitled to have the articles on which they were 
forced to pay duty pussed free. —J. Lt, in the New York Evening Post.

Sree. Puncnes. — One of the foreman of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, stopping before a little exhibit of steel punches at the Novelties 
Exhibition, said: “ All our great industries are largely dependent up- 
on smaller industries that to the casual observer appear of very little 
importance. Here, for instance, is a display of punches. ‘They are 
used simply for punching letters or numbers on the parts of a machine 
to guide workmen in setting it up, but they are absolutely essential, 
and it is very important to have them of good quality, Although quite 
delicate in line they must be clearly formed, of yood face, hard enough 
to be used on iron or steel, and yet not so hard as co be brittle, ‘They 
require a high degree of skill on the part of the workmen who make 
them, and yet they appear to the ordinary visitor as of very little im- 
portance. Our lucomotives are taken apart and shipped to all quarters 
of the globe, and if it were not for the marks upon the parts made by 
these little punches it would be an exceedingly dificult job for even 
our own workmen to put them together again, Lenjoy an exhibition 
of this kind, chiefly because it brings to light so many of the quiet 
workers whose fame is unsung.” — Zron -lge.

Puorncrine WASHINGTON Moxument FRroM Licurstxe. — The light- 
ning-rod tips, and the rods to which they are to be fixed, intending to 
nrowet the Washington monument from lightning, have arrived from 
Philadelphia, where they were made, and are now being placed in posi- 
tion, ‘The construction of scaffolding around the rouf was timed so that 
it would be in readiness when the rods should arrive, and there will be 
no delay in the work, except that caused by bad weather. The appara 
tus constructed in Philadelphia consists of 704 feet of triangular copper 
rods, plated with gold, to encircle the roof in the horizontal points; two 
hundred feet of circular copper rods, also gold plated, to extend along 
the four corners of the roof, and one hundred anc seventy-two lightning 
rod points. The latter are three inches long, made of copper and gold 
plated, with the exception of a half-inch at the end, which is of plati- 
num, ‘These one hundred and seventy-two points, together with those 
erected immediately after the monument was struck by lightning, make 
two hundred points in all, nearly covering the roof of the monument, 
In the opinion of the scicutiste Who made the recommendations, these 
precautions will protect the monument from lightning in the future. — 
Boston Herald.

But the voice can- 
not be heard through two sheets of ordinary French window-glass sep- 
arated by seven-eighths of an inch of air. In this, 1 think, may be found 
‘a hint for shutting-olf sound.”

FEanty Pusiic Crocns. — The first tower-clock built was the West- 
minster clock in 1288, A few years jater a clock was put up in Canter- 
bury Cathedral, and in 1817 the Exeter Cathedral clock was made. 
The Westminster clock is the second largest in the world. In point of 
size the great tower-clocks of the world run as follows: Mechlin (Bel- 
gium), forty feet diameter of face; Westminster, twenty-two feet six 
inches; St. Paul’s Cathedral, seventeen feet; Shandon Church (Cork), 
sixteen feet; Pancras Station, twelve feet nine inches; Scarborough, 
Old Chureh, twelve feet; St. James (Piccadilly), ten feet, and King’s Cross 
Station, Bow Church, Manchester Infirmary and Royal Exchange, each 
nine feet. In this country the two largest are twelve feet in diameter. 
One of these is the Produce Exchange clock, which, through electrical 
connection, rings bells throughout the building to notify members of 
the sessions of the exchange. — The Metal Worker. 











<p Bacs For ENGINEERING Punroses.— During the war of the 
rebellion in the United States, sand bags were used for the foundations 
of fortifications on soft ground, notably during the siege of Charleston, 
where bags of sand were damped on a mud bank forming an artificial 
island, upon which a fortification of sand bags and cotton bales was 
built of sufficient resistance to carry fifteen-inch “ aeaee angels,” which 
were used to shell the city some seven miles distant. It had been sup- 
Powe that all possible points were oceupied, and until the use of sand 

aga was devised, it would have been impossible to erect a fortification 
upon such material. In concrete work, such as the strengthening of 
the foundations of the Washington Monument, it is sometimes advisa- 
bie to apply the material in bays, and afterwards burst them by blows 
of rammers. A few years ago an inlet of about one-sixth of a mile in 
width on the eastern coast of New Jersey was closed by an embankment 
made out of eight thousand bags of sand, each containing one-twelfth 
of acubic yard, The cost of these bags filled and in position was eight 
and-one-half cents, or one dollar per cubie yard of embankment. The 
deposit by the sea began as soon as the current in the channel was 
stopped, and now one hundred acres of land have been reclaimed, This 
shore is sandy, and the action of waves and currents serves to wear or 
build the land very rapidly.— Engineering. 





Cuntovs Coitecrions.— Mme. Agar, the celebrated tragédienne, 
possesses a collection of toys which she exhibited in 1882, at the Union 
Centrale. Baron Oscar de Watteville, who only smokes cigarettes, has 
been making a collection of pipes during the last forty years, ‘The 
Duke of Richeliet, the prime minister of Louis X VILL, had a aplendid 
collection of pipes, which was rather singular for a mat who only took 
snuff. ‘The late Duke of Zweibrucken, at Carlsberg, left pipes to the 
value of 100,000 florins. General Vandamme, one of the herves of the 
army of Sambre-et-Meuse, died in 1830, leaving a fortune consisting 
solely of pipes, which realized 60,000 francs at a public auction, M. 
Maury, or ‘Asnieres, is the owner of a collection of marionettes, the 
relics of the Nicolet, Straphin and Miniature theatres in the Champs 
Elysées, This collection is, to say the least, quite as interesting as those 
of gloves, garters, funeral-cards, match-boxes and military a (op which 
some people dote on, Further, we have collectors of door-knockers, 
root cares forks, braces, buttons and shoe nails. Lastly, we note that 
an amateur at Poictiers has made it his business to rake together all the 
“bad grammar” of members of the French Academy from its institution 
down to the year 1885, ‘This imposing collection consists of about 3500 
cuttings from books, reviews or newspapers. These the collector be- 
queathed, oh, irony ! to the Bibliotheque Magazine, the library of the 
Academy.

Vinnatioxs or THE Foon Roc EXpLosion onserveD at Cam- 
pupak. — The jocose assertion of the first director of Harvard College 
Observatory, Professor William Bond, that the ponderous foundation 
stone on which the great refractor is poised could not be moved even 
by an earthquake has at laat been disproved by observations taken there 
on the occasion of the recent explosion at licll Gate, Old Sumumer- 
house Hill itself, upon which the observatory stands, was preceptibly 
shaken on that oceasion, if Professor W. A. Rogers's perceptive facul- 
ties were not at fault, ‘The air line distance between the Observatory 
and Flood Rock is nearly one hundred and ninety miles, Accurate time 
was kept at both points. ‘The time-keeper at Hell Gate fixed the ex- 
plosion at precisely fourteen minutes past eleven by the seventy fifth 
meridian time, ‘The time reported from Princeton at which the effect 
was observed there was IL; 14.47. Professor Rogers's observations at 
Cambridge were: Disturbance first seen, 11: 17.14; instant of maxi- 
mum disturbance, 11; 18,05; disturbance ceased 11:20. The figures 
are all in seventy-fifth meridian, or eastern time. ‘The method used to 
develop the distance of vibration was the placing of a saucer of mer- 
eury on the solid cellar floor. In this mercury was @ speck or flaw. 
Upon this point was brought to bear a microscope of 750 magnifying 
power, the spider line being in exact coincidence with the flaw, ‘The 
first vibration perceived was about a thousandth of an inch and recurred 
at intervals for nearly two minutes, the greatest swaying of the mer- 
pas being over a space of one five hundredth of an inch. — New York
